Zoo aiming to hit new world record 


STAFF at Whipsnade Zoo will 
find out tonight if they’ve bro¬ 
ken the Guinness World Record 
for the greatest number of origa¬ 
mi elephants ever displayed. 

The zoo is hoping to display 
30,000 origami elephants this 
weekend to represent every 
Asian elephant left in the wild. 

It’s being done as part of 
Whipsnade’s Elephantastic pro¬ 
ject, which is an initiative it runs 
every year to mark the global 
Elephant Appreciation Weekend 
taking place this weekend. 

The project raises money for 
elephant conservation and 
research through activities, 
talks and elephant encounters. 


An adjudicator from Guinness 
World Records is set to count the 
elephants tonight to confirm 
whether or not the zoo has bro¬ 
ken the current record of 1,500. 

Jordan Christmas, Whipsnade 
project co-ordinator, said he was 
‘confident’ the record would fall. 

He added: “We’ve been really 
touched by the hundreds of 
origami elephants we’ve 
received every day in the post, 
from all over the world. 

“Many have come with 
beautiful letters of support in 
which people say how much 
they care about the plight of 
elephants and the need for 
conservation projects.” 


PCC reveals deputy left 
over court case ‘conduct’

THE county’s deputy police and 
crime commissioner resigned from 
her post following a complaint 
made to police about her conduct in 
an on-going court case, it was 
revealed on Friday. 

Police and Crime Commissioner 
for Bedfordshire, Oily Martins, was 
made aware of a complaint about his 
deputy, Tafheen Sharif, on July 30 
after concerns were raised that she 
had contacted a court about an 
attempted murder case. 

A source told LoS the case involved 
a family member who had acted as a 


witness during the proceedings. 

It is understood that Ms Sharif, a 
councillor representing Dallow 
ward in Luton, was then called in by 
Mr Martins who made it clear her 
position had become ‘untenable’. 

When she resigned at the begin¬ 
ning of last month the reasons 
behind her departure were kept 
strictly under wraps. 

However, it has since emerged that 
a complaint was made by staff at the 
court to police officers about the 
deputy PCC’s conduct. 

At the time Ms Sharif said: “I am 
not in a position to comment on my 
resignation yet but will do so when 
the time comes.” 

Ms Sharif has refused to make 


further comment. 

At the same time as Ms Sharif 
resigned, Oily Martins was facing 
the possibility of criminal charges of 
misconduct in public office himself 
after he leaked confidential infor¬ 
mation regarding the death of Leon 
Briggs in Luton police custody to his 
partner who in turn told others. 

The Crown Prosecution Service 
has since announced no further 
action should be taken against the 
PCC. See story page 2. 

In a statement issued on Friday, Mr 
Martins said: “I was informed on 
July 30 by the police and representa¬ 
tives of the court of concerns about 
Ms Sharif’s conduct in relation to an 
ongoing trial for attempted murder. 


“I met with her the next day and 
after discussions we concluded that 
her position was untenable. 

“For sub-judice reasons it was not 
possible to comment on this matter, 
other than to confirm the resigna¬ 
tion, while the trial and any subse¬ 
quent sentencing were ongoing. 

“This issue has been referred to the 
appropriate authorities and it would 
therefore be inappropriate to make 
any further comment at this stage. 

“This situation is clearly complete¬ 
ly different to my own, which is 
borne out by the announcement of 
the Crown Prosecution Service 
earlier this week.” 

It is understood that the matter is 
being referred to the Police and 


Crime Panel for Bedfordshire, which 
holds the PCC and deputy PCC to 
account, who will discuss the 
situation at a later date. 

On Friday however, a member of 
the panel told LoS that as yet they 
had no knowledge of the reasons 
behind Ms Sharif’s resignation. 

They said: “The last time we met 
we asked if it was worth bringing up 
but we were told we wouldn’t be 
discussing it. 

“By the way it all happened it was 
obvious something had gone on but 
we knew nothing of it. 

“At some point we will be expected 
to confirm the appointment of a new 
deputy with no knowledge of why 
the last one left.”

PCC to face no action 
over Leon Briggs leak

THE county's Police and Crime 
Commissioner is to face no fur¬ 
ther action over the alleged dis¬ 
closure of sensitive information 
regarding the death of Leon 
Briggs. 

This week the Crown 
Prosecution Service (CPS) 
announced that there was not 
enough evidence against Oily 
Martins for a ‘realistic prospect 
of conviction’. 

Mr Martins was accused of 
leaking confidential information 
about Mr Briggs, who died while 
in police custody, to his partner 
who then disclosed it to others. 

The Independent Police 
Complaints Commission (IPCC) 
had referred the case to the CPS. 

Luke Bulpitt, a specialist pros¬ 
ecutor for the CPS Special Crime 
and Counter Terrorism Division, 
said the decision had come after 
‘careful consideration and a 
review of the evidence’. 

He added: “In any case of mis¬ 
conduct in public office, we 
would have to show that any dis¬ 
closure of information was seri¬ 
ous enough to amount to an 
abuse of the public’s trust, par¬ 
ticularly regarding the extent 
and likely consequences of the 
disclosure. The evidence is not 
sufficient to establish this. 

“As a result, we have advised 
the IPCC that no further

criminal action should be taken. 

“Any decision by the CPS does 
not imply any finding concern¬ 
ing guilt or criminal conduct; the 
CPS makes decisions only 
according to the test set out in 
the Code for Crown Prosecutors 
and it is applied in all decisions 
on whether or not to prosecute.” 

Following the announcement, 
Mr Martins said he hoped the 
decision would reassure people 
that his actions had been ‘inves¬ 
tigated exhaustively’ and that 
due process ‘has been followed 
to the letter’. 

He said: “As I have previously 
acknowledged, I made an error 
when I discussed sensitive infor¬ 
mation about the death of Leon 
Briggs with my partner, but I 
welcome the fact that the CPS 
has clearly established there are

no criminal charges to answer.” 

He added: “I was always 
concerned that the focus on my 
actions may detract from the 
on-going investigation into the 
tragic death of Leon Briggs. 

“That is what really matters 
here. His family, friends and 
indeed Bedfordshire Police need 
answers. This is also what the 
public in Bedfordshire deserve. 

“Currently there are seven of 
their police officers and staff 
suspended on full pay, costing 
taxpayers around £26,000 per 
month for no benefit. 

“A conclusion of the investiga¬ 
tion, whatever the outcome, will 
enable that money to be used to 
keep our county safe. 

“The longer this goes on, the 
greater the sense of injustice for 
all involved.” 


Family is ‘disappointed’ over CPS decision 


THE family of Leon Briggs have 
said they are ‘disappointed’ by 
the decision of the Crown 
Prosecution Service (CPS) to 
take no further action against 
PCC Oily Martins over the 
disclosure of sensitive 
information regarding Mr Briggs. 

The CPS said this week there 
was not enough evidence for a 
‘realistic’ conviction of Mr 
Martins. 

Jocelyn Cockburn, a partner at 
civil liberties law firm Hodge 


Jones & Allen said the family of 
Mr Briggs were ‘ disappointed by 
the CPS’s decision’. 

She said: “The basis for the 
decision has not been properly 
explained to them, in particular 
it is not clear that the CPS has 
taken on board the IPCC’s 
finding that Mr Martin not only 
disclosed unauthorised material 
but did so ‘in a way that 
minimised the role of 
Bedfordshire Police in the death 
of Leon Briggs’. 


“This omission from the CPS’s 
letter needs explanation as it is 
relevant to the decision as to 
whether a prosecution should be 
brought.” 

When announcing the 
decision, the CPS said they had 
done so after a ‘careful 
consideration and a review of the 
evidence’ which led them to 
decide that there was 
‘insufficient evidence for 
a realistic prospect of convic¬ 
tion’.

“He was a player who had 
only taken up rugby in the 
last year. 

“He made a contribution to 
the club both on and off the 
field; he was well liked by 
everyone. 

“He was a top lad and great 
fun to be around, everyone’s 
absolutely gutted.” 

“We at the club are stunned 
by the loss but the real condo¬ 
lences must go to his family 
and close friends.” 

Mr Allen added: “We can¬ 
celled our training session on 
Tuesday evening and had a 
low key meet up in the club¬ 
house, to take some time to 
think about Mark and 


remember his life.” 

Mr Davey, who was a direc¬ 
tor at Luton’s Indigo 
Residential, lost his life after 
an accident on the A6 near 
Wixams, outside of Bedford, 
last Saturday at 5.50pm on 
the southbound carriage. The 
incident involved Mr Davey’s 
Audi R8 and a black Porsche 
911, which drove away going 
north on the A6. 

If you have any information 
relating to the collision, 
contact Bedfordshire Police 
on 101. 

One of Mr Davey’s aims was 


to raise £30,000 for Starlight, 
a charity which provides 
care for terminally ill and 
seriously ill children. 

Mr Davey overcame Non 
Hodgkin’s Lymphoma as a 
child. 

The fund has already passed 
his target, but is still accept¬ 
ing donations.

heroin haul

A LUTON man is among 
three men on trial in 
connection with heroin with 
a street value of over 
£37 million which was smug¬ 
gled into the UK in a bat¬ 
tered X-type Jaguar. 

Luton Crown Court heard 
that the Jaguar had no igni¬ 
tion or electrics, and could 
not be driven but was 
‘rammed’ with 316 hidden 
drug packets. 

Israr Khan of St Ethelbert 
Avenue, Luton; Noman 
Qureshi, 32, of Bracken Hill 
Mews, Bradford and 
Mohammed Safder, 43, of 
Sidney Elson Way, East Ham 
are accused of being involved 
in collecting the drugs. 

They all deny conspiracy to 
supply Class A drugs. 

Prosecutor Gordon Aspden 
said on December 1 last year 
the car arrived in the UK 
from Pakistan along with 
documents from a man in 
Karachi stating it was being 
imported to be repaired. 

It was the third time that 
the man had been involved in 
sending a Jaguar to the UK for 
repair. 

Mr Aspden said the defend¬ 


ants did not know they were 
being watched by the 
National Crime Agency 
(NCA). 

On December 6, Qureshi 
drove from his Bradford 
home to Luton where he met 
Khan. Khan then drove to 
Ilford where they met Safder. 

The court was told the third 
Jaguar had been delivered to 
a repair business in 
Middlesex, but before work 
was done, a driver was asked 
on the evening of December 6 
to take it to a garage in Ilford. 

The driver was then told to 
take the Jaguar to a different 
address in Dagenham where 
Safder’s brother had a garage. 

All three men went to 


Dagenham but Safder left 
early. 

NCA officers watched as the 
car was unloaded at around 
midnight at the garage. 

But Khan and Qureshi were 
“spooked” and left the scene. 

They were then later arrest¬ 
ed by Bedfordshire Police, 
who had followed them. 

Safder was arrested in 
February this year. 

Mr Aspden said the drugs 
found in the Jaguar had a 
street value of £37 million 
and had an ‘extraordinarily 
high’ strength of 79 per cent. 

When interviewed Khan 
and Qureshi made no com¬ 
ment. Safder denied being 
involved. Case continues.

CAMPAIGNERS against the 
proposed location of the 
expansion of Stopsley High 
School have been handed a 
boost with Liberal Democrat 
support.

“A number of us will be 
attending the meeting on 
Wednesday to make sure we 
have our voices heard.” 

Luton Borough Council’s 
report states a number of rea¬ 
sons as to why the expansion 
is best in its current location, 


stressing importance of hav¬ 
ing close ‘proximity of the 
building’s main entrance to 
the [school’s] main entrance 
gate’ and ‘allow for the exist¬ 
ing curriculum to continue 
with limited disruption and 
would limit the amount of 
temporary de-cant accom¬ 
modation that would be 
required.’

C AN anyone remember 
the bookies runner? 
They were guys who 
lived in the shadows a 
little, earning extra cash on 
the side. 

It used to be illegal to 
accept bets off the race¬ 
course. There were no bet¬ 
ting shops, only Commission 
Agents who, in theory, 
passed the bets onto the 
bookmakers at the courses. 
And horse racing was all that 
was bet on by ordinary folk. 

The bookies’ agents, 
though, often took bets 
themselves, resulting in a 
lucrative business that sort of 
existed at the edges. 

Allegedly police took back¬ 
handers to ‘not see’ the 
trade, which generally took 
place on working class hous¬ 
ing estates, or, more often, 
down the pub. The runners 
would take bets and pass 
them on to the agents. 

Many kids were sent by 
their dads to place a bet with 
someone whose name was 
obviously not real, like TLX. 

They had to be quick of 
both mind and feet. My great 
uncle used to reckon his 
bookies’ runner was faster 
than the horses he backed. 
Still it was criminal activity 
that by and large, lawmakers 
quietly ignored. 

How the world has, 
changed. Betting shops were 
legalised in the 1960s, and 


were mainly in the hands of 
the then big three; Coral, 
Ladbrokes and William Hill. 

They had a bit of an image 
problem early on as there 
was an element of seediness 
and rough behaviour 
attached to gambling, which 
is why some called them¬ 
selves ‘turf accountants’. 
Over time betting became, if 
not gentrified, then at least 
respectable. So much so that 
governments started to join 
in, with lottery tickets. 

Now it is almost endemic, 
though still seen as a work¬ 
ing class sport, or weakness. 

No? Have you watched 
those ads that dominate TV, 
especially during sports 
matches?

But the temptation has 
certainly grown, as these 
days you can bet on anything 
and everything, in every way. 

We even have a political 
gambler locally, Mike 
Smithson, who earns a living 
from betting on political out¬ 
comes. He is a former 
Bedfordshire County 
Councillor, who now works 
the odds rather than the 
streets. 

Fancy a go yourself? Well 
you can go to his political 
betting website, where he 
shares his tips. 

Personally gambling 
doesn’t do it for me. I just 
don’t get the buzz from win¬ 
ning, and especially losing, 
money. I don’t get much of a 
buzz from spending it either, 
which drives the present Mrs 
Lowe almost insane. But 
neither do I think gambling 
should be conducted in the 
shadows, so good luck to all 
in that respect. 

I just wish I could avoid the 
ads.

The driving force

A BRAND new commercial 
vehicle launch is a huge 
occasion for an automotive 
company. 

It tends to happen just 
once every 12 years. 

And, on August 26, 
Vauxhall’s Luton plant 
welcomed its latest arrival - 
the Vivaro - into the world. 

The last remaining 
commercial vehicle produc¬ 
er in the UK was awarded 
the contract to manufacture 
the new van by General 
Motors (GM) above all other 
European factories. 

“During negotiations, it 
was clear that Luton could 
match and surpass the com¬ 
petition in terms of cost. We 
were rated a BIQ4 Plant for 
sustainability - only one of 
three plants in GM to 
achieve this accreditation,” 
says Jason Mackerness, 
personnel manager at 
Vauxhall Luton. 

Each van starts off life as a 
coil of steel. The two tonne 
reels are stamped out into 
individual panels using 
moulds, known as blanks. 

The pieces are then taken 
to the body shop. 

“The body shop received a 
46 million Euro investment 
to carry out the upgrades 



required for the production 
of the Vivaro,” explains 
Albert Kearns, body quality 
manager. 

Here, robotic arms carry 
out more than 5,000 individ¬ 
ual spot welds with aston¬ 
ishing precision. It’s the 
most elaborate flat-pack job 
I’ve ever seen. 

In general assembly, the 
dashboard, wheels and 
other finishing touches are 
added by skilled workers. 


And, after passing a series 
of quality and safety tests, 
the new van is born. 

But while the new Vivaro 
might represent the very 
latest in specifications, what 
the vehicle has meant for the 
local work force has been 
just as significant. 

“If the plant hadn’t secured 
the production contract, it 
would have shut down by 
now. It’s given us a new life¬ 
line,” says Shane Gibson, a

final assembly supervisor. 

The arrival of the vehicle 
will create more than 250 
new roles at Vauxhall. 

With an average worker 
age of 47, current staff at 
the factory have a renewed 
level of security, too. 

“There’s such a demand 
for the Vivaro that it’s likely 
that older workers will have 
their jobs until retirement,” 
adds communications 
officer, Charlotte Maclaren.

TWO women have died 
following a pile-up involving 
seven vehicles on the Ml 
earlier this week.

The 53-year-old driver and 
passengers, aged 89 and 90, of 
a grey Audi involved in the 
crash sustained series 
injuries. 

Bedfordshire Police said the 
elderly passengers suffered a 
variety of serious injuries to 
their ribs, abdomen and 


spines. 

PC Andy Ralph, of the force’s 
Roads Policing Unit, said: “It 
appears that one vehicle 
moved suddenly in front of 
the motorcycle which caused 
the rider to lose control and 
fall from her machine. 

“Other vehicles following 
behind attempted to avoid 
the rider and her motorbike 
causing several collisions 
between themselves.” 

He added that officers were 
looking for the drivers of a red 
car and a white van believed 
to be involved in the incident.

Arrests after police 
raid at caravan site

FOUR people have been 
arrested after police found 
suspected slaves at a caravan 
site near Leighton Buzzard. 

A raid on the Greenacres site 
by 65 officers, supported by a 
dog section, firearms section 
and a police helicopter found 
eight people when they exe¬ 
cuted a search 

warrant at around dawn last 
Sunday. 

The suspected victims are 
seven men, aged between 20 


and 46 and a 17-year-old boy. 

Two men and two women 
were arrested under the 
Coroners & Justice Act 2009 
and are currently being held 
at police stations across 
Bedfordshire. 

There were two further 
arrests made that morning 
with one man being arrested 
for Obstructing a Police 
Officer with another arrested 
for Breach of the Peace. 

Chief Inspector Tania 
Coulson of the Local Policing 
Team said: “The men we 
found at the plot were in a 


poor state of physical health 
and the conditions they were 
living in were cramped and 
filthy. 

“We believe that some of the 
victims had been living and 
working there in a state of 
virtual slavery, some for just a 
few days or weeks and others 
for many years. 

“The offences being investi¬ 
gated are extremely serious.”

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Jail term for woman 
in £100k ticket fraud

A WOMAN has been jailed for 
nine months for taking part 
in a ticket fraud worth over 
£ 100 , 000 . 

Alicia Dunn, 34, of Trinity 
Road, Luton was jailed along 
with two other women and 
three men after they were 
found guilty of conspiracy to 
commit fraud during a hear¬ 
ing at Kingston Crown Court. 

An investigation by British 
Transport Police (BTP) and 
South West Trains found that 
all six, who were employed by 
South West Trains, had com¬ 
mitted fraud between 
October 2011 and January 
2013. 

They worked as ticket-office 
clerks at Richmond station in 
south-west London. 

The court heard the gang’s 
activities came to light in 
October 2012 after South 
West Trains asked BTP to 
investigate an anomaly in 
their accounting system. 

BTP discovered the problem 
centred around Richmond 
station and further investiga¬ 
tion revealed several mem¬ 
bers of staff had been 
defrauding the ticketing and 
Oyster card system.

The court heard that fraud¬ 
ulent cards were being sold 
illicitly to unsuspecting cus¬ 
tomers while the six staff 
pocketed the cash in what the 
prosecution described as a 
‘sell one get one free’ scam. 

They were arrested in 
January 2013 when evidence 
emerged they had also been 
taking advantage of the till 
systems in order to create and 
use illicit travel cards which 
were found in locations 
including their home 
addresses. 

Officers estimate the value 
of the Oyster fraud at around 
£68,000 and while an exact 
figure cannot be placed on 
the travel card fraud, the 
court was told that it is also 
believed to run into tens of 


thousands of pounds. 

The other staff jailed were: 
Linus Okrah, 45, of Chester 
Road, Wanstead, sentenced 
to 18 months; Julia Cann, 33, 
of Trimmer Walk, Brentford, 
sentenced to nine months; 
David Rudland, 67, of Digdens 
Rise, Epsom, sentenced to 13 
months and Grace Oyegoke, 
33, of Ingress Gardens, 
Greenhithe, sentenced to 
nine months, suspended for 
two years. 

Oyegoke was also given 150 
hours of unpaid work to be 
completed within 12 
months,and ordered to wear 
an electronic tag for three 
months. 

Olufisayo Dada 35, of 
Loughborough Estate, 
Brixton, was sentenced to 18 
months for conspiracy to 
commit fraud, and a further 
six months to run consecu¬ 
tively after pleading guilty to 
possessing false identity doc¬ 
uments with intent. 

Speaking after the gang 
were sentenced, Detective 
Constable Becci Crampton 
said: “Between them, these 
people had more than 50 
years service with South West 
Trains, yet they chose to 
throw that away for the sake 
of greed.”

‘Suspicious incident’ 
sparks investigation

DETECTIVES in Luton are 
investigating a ‘suspicious 
incident’ involving two men 
spotted in a field near Luton 
Airport looking at planes. 

Armed police along with 
sniffer dogs and a helicopter 
were called to the field in Slip 
End last Sunday night after 
local councillor Richard Stay 
called the police regarding 
the men. 

The men had been looking 
at planes and ran away after 
being approached by Cllr 
Stay. 

Bedfordshire Police said 
there was ‘no intelligence to 
suggest anyone is in any 
danger at this time’. 

Cllr Stay said: “At about 7pm 
I was looking out of an 
upstairs window and I could 
see two men near my house. 

“It was odd because it’s not 
somewhere you would go. 

“I was watching them and I 
saw them kneel down, and 
one of them appeared to have 
a monocular. I thought at that 
point I would go down and 
have a closer look. 

“I shouted at them and then 
they left quite swiftly. From 
what I could see the men were 


dark-skinned and of Asian 
appearance. 

“After they left I called the 
police on 101 and I have to say 
Bedfordshire Police respond¬ 
ed magnificently. 

“There were eight armed 
response units and a helicop¬ 
ter, and most of the officers 
were carrying guns. 

“There was a heavy police 
presence the whole night and 
they have been there since 
Sunday night.” 

A spokeswoman for 
Bedfordshire Police said: 


“Further enquiries are 
on-going at this time and 
local officers are in the area 
to reassure residents. 

“There is no intelligence to 
suggest anyone is in any 
danger at this time.” 

“Following our standard 
protocols when dealing with

Reduce gulf between 
the rich and the poor 


BRITAIN is a country of 
contrasts, of dramatic 
differences. 

There are unbelievably 
wealthy multi-billionaires at 
one end of the scale and 
poverty and hunger at the 
other. 

The one hundred richest 
people in our country could 
pay off the government 
deficit tomorrow, while very 
poor children go to school 
hungry, with too few clothes 
to keep warm and shoes that 
do not fit. It was inequality 
just like this which first made 
me political, when I was 
about nine years old. 

My family was very com¬ 
fortable, I had decent clothes 
and shoes and I went to 
school after a good breakfast. 

Some of my classmates were 
very different. They were 
pasty faced, small and 
underweight, and as I 
discovered many years later, 
some had no food in the day 
until their free school lunch. 
The free school milk of those 
days was also vital nourish¬ 
ment for them. 

On occasions, I saw these 
children humiliated by an 
unsympathetic teacher while 
I was praised for doing well in 
my studies. 

I had everything going for

me and I was simply being 
patted on the back for being 
fortunate while classmates 
were punished for being 
unfortunate. I felt quietly 
indignant but could do 
nothing about it at the time. 

I should say at this point 
that my wife and brother 
were both former school¬ 
teachers in Luton and all the 
teachers I know today are 
invariably kind and caring. 
This was not always the case 
when I was a child. 

My early experiences at 
school marked me and I have 
not forgotten the sense of 
injustice I felt. My politics 
today derive as much from 
that childhood experience as 
anything else. 

What is shocking however is 
that sixty years later, those 
contrasts, those inequalities 
are back with us again. 

We live in one of the richest 
countries in the world, where 
governments seem more 
worried about cutting taxes 
on the mega rich than 


reducing child poverty. 

A recent report by the 
Children’s Commission on 
Poverty has found that the 
gulf between children from 
low and higher income 
families is starker than ever, 
leading to “social isolation 
and bullying”. 

Many parents find they 
cannot pay for their 
children’s school trips or 
after school clubs which are 
seen to be “prohibitively 
expensive”. In Luton however 
we do have one group who 
are doing much to help chil¬ 
dren directly, the local chari¬ 
ty called Level Trust. They do 
wonderful work, quietly 
helping some of the neediest 
children in various ways. 

But charity alone is not 
enough. We need govern¬ 
ment to act to reduce the 
grotesque gulf between the 
richest and the poorest. 
Politics still has basic 
injustices to fight, and my 
childhood indignation is still 
with me.

THE MOST lucrative new video 
game franchise of all time, Destiny, 
has been quite the money spinner. 

However, while it shows glimpses 
of brilliance that were expected after 
the long development period and 
promotional campaign, there are 
areas where it falls short. 

Bungie, who are best known for the 
ultra-successful Halo series, put over 
six years and hundreds of millions of 
pounds into Destiny, their effort at 
creating a game which is as much 
first person shooter as online RPG. 


What they’ve done well, they’ve 
done very well. 

Playing on the Playstation 4, the 
first thing I notice is the visuals. 

The developers have really taken 
advantage of the power of the PS4, 
the game looks amazing. 

It feels and plays like Halo, with the 
simplicity and short firefights which 
people came to know and love from 
the series carried on into Destiny. 

It’s a fun game to play, but I found it 
getting repetitive quite quickly. 

A lot of the time, you end up 
moving from place to place on each 
level, fighting a small number of 
enemies at each objective site. 

This is broken up with ‘boss fights’, 
or long battles against a number of 
waves of enemies, which require a 
more tactical approach. 


Also, there isn’t an overly engaging 
storyline to the game. 

What is most disappointing, 
however, is the online aspect. 

For what should be a crowded 
online experience, the landscape is 
almost barren of other players - not 
good for this type of game. 

It is difficult to find other players to 
group up with, unless you have 
friends who have the game. 

If none of your mates have Destiny 
yet, be prepared to work through the 
story line yourself. 

I hope the promised regular 
updates will spark some life into this 
title, mostly by improving the online 
element of the game. 

While currently it’s just good, it still 
has the potential to be great. 
RATING: 7/10

If you were considering a seven-seat family 
SUV, Nissan’s latest X-Trail is a very smart 
pick. The n-tec trim level is the one that will 
have your neighbours’ curtains twitching too, 
with 19-inch alloys and a dizzying amount of 
technology on board. It’s available with just 
the one 1.6-litre dCi diesel engine but you do 
get the choice of manual or auto, front or 
four-wheel drive. 

Although the X-Trail appears to have become a bit 
more lifestyle oriented, this is Nissan were talking of 
here; manufacturers of some of the cleverest all-wheel 
drive systems around. The electronic four-wheel 
drive system, ALL MODE 4x4i, is controlled via a 
rotary switch on the centre console, it offers a choice 
between two-wheel drive, Auto mode or Lock offering 
permanent four-wheel drive. So far, so conventional. 
The X-Trail also features Active Ride Control and 
Active Engine Brake. Active Ride Control monitors 
the road surface to detect undulations which could 
potentially upset the pitch of the car body and alters 
the damping to compensate. Active Engine Brake, 
meanwhile, harnesses the power and controllability 
of the Xtronic transmission to add a degree of engine 


braking while cornering or 
when decelerating to a 
standstill. Then there’s Active Trace Control. By using 
on board sensors to monitor speed, steering angle, 
throttle opening and braking effort, Active Trace 
Control brakes wheels individually, as required, to 
reduce understeer and help the driver steer a safer path 
through bends: it is particularly effective on slippery, 
wet roads. Finally the X-Trail benefits from Uphill Start 
Support and Advance Hill Descent Control. 

Control weights are light but consistent and the 130PS 
diesel engine features 320Nm of torque so its not as 
weedy as its modest capacity might at first suggest. 

The manual car will get to 62mph in 10.5 seconds and 
run on to a top speed of 117mph but the Xtronic auto 
is quite markedly tardier. 

Although the previous X-Trail was never one of the 
UK’s top-selling SUVs, don’t underestimate the punt 
Nissan has taken in radically changing the formula. 
This could have gone horribly wrong. It’s seen cars 
like the Murano fall at the first hurdle on these shores 
and with the deletion of the Qashqai+2, the X-Trail 
really needed to step up to the plate. Fortunately it 
appears to have done just that. Sales are slowly gaining 
momentum as family buyers realise quite how good 
this package is.

A LATE goal from Mark Cullen saw Luton 
Town earn a hard-fought win at ten man 
Cambridge United to secure their third victo¬ 
ry in their last four league games. 

The Luton forward pounced on 80 minutes 
after his penalty had been saved by home goal¬ 
keeper Chris Dunn to give Luton all three 
points yesterday. 

Hatters boss John Still handed striker Alex

Midfielder Jim Stevenson came back in too, as 
Andy Drury dropped to the bench, while both 
Jonathan Smith and Jake Howells were injured. 

For the hosts, boss Richard Money gave new 
loan signing Tom Naylor an immediate debut 
after he joined from Derby County, with Tom 
Elliott and Robbie Simpson also back in. 

United made most of the running early on as 
they looked to make up for the midweek defeat 
against Exeter and after a corner wasn’t prop¬ 
erly cleared, Tom Elliott nodded wide of the 
mark. 

Cambridge came close yet again after 18 min¬ 
utes when Kwesi Appiah reacted well to win a 
ball at the by-line and got around Luke 
Wilkinson. 

He stood up a cross to the far post where Ryan 
Donaldson took it early on the volley, but was 
off target. 

The hosts then came within inches of an

LUTON Town boss John 
Still knows his side can 
keep clean sheets, but is 
keen to see his team’s goal- 
shy nature come to an end 
in coming weeks. 

A late goal from Mark 
Cullen - who buried the 
rebound after seeing a pen¬ 
alty saved - saw the Hatters 
earn a hard-fought 1-0 win 
at Cambridge United to 
secure their third win in 
League Two this season 
yesterday, but Town have 
only managed six goals in 
their campaign so far. 

The hosts didn’t help 
their cause as they had new 
loan signing Tom Naylor 
sent off on debut in the sec¬ 
ond half for a reckless two- 
footed tackle on Luton’s 
Jim Stevenson.
